I Gien. Fisk is the son of a blacksmith, and 
' was born in 1828 in Greggsville, I.,ivingston 
county. New York. The father, Benjamin 
Fisk, was the ooilltary oracle of the town 
and honestly won tbe title of captain by 
' drilling the home gnarda. Before the eyes 
I of ainton B. Fisk h§d got fairly used to the 
' light, be waa taken to the wildest part of 
^ Michigan to live in a log house among 2,500 
I Pottawotamle Indians. The plaoo wbara tha 
Fisks settled was oaUsd Otntoo, in honor of 
I the bouncing boy. 

In 18.1*.) the captain died, leaving Mrs. Fisk 
I alone in a half -civilised place with six boys, 
': the eldest being under fourteen. The land 
was lost, tha family broken up and the boys 
were boand oat to learn trades. Clinton 
I went to Deacon Wright, a worthy old 
i fhrmer, who agrssd to givo him for his 
work, when twanty-oaa, a horse, saddle, 
' bridle and tMO in oadi, bssides which allow- 
ing him to go to soho(d msan while for three 
mouths a year, for at least four years. The 
lad labored for the farmer three or four 
years, studying at odd timsa, and thoo so- 
cnrsd his releasa Ha next worked at vari- 
ous avocations and made hfa way into a col- 
lege in Michigan, bnt waa foroed tolsaTS, by 
failing eyesight, and to antsr a stors^ He 
advanced r^idly, and married at twenty- 
one aad sstUad at Coldwatsr, Mkdi. 

Whan tha war broka aa%, Mr. Fisk at once 
enlistsd aa a privata ia a 8t Lonis rsgiment, 
where he had basa la bwsinsss siaoel85h. 
One year httar ha was made brigadier gen- 
eral for meritorious ssi visss, aqd ia IMft was 
brevetted major gensraL Ba ssrvsd in the 
army of the Tennessse nntil the fall of 
Vicksburg, and than fai Missoari until the 
close of the war. Thm ha was ordarsd south 
to carry out the provfadons of tha Freeman's 
bureau. Q*a. Fisk about tUa time founded 
the famous Fisk univarsity ia Tsansssee, the 
home of tha jabllee singers and one of tbe 
greatest boons to tbe ignorant and emanci- 
pated colored citiaene of tha south ever given 
them The general lost nearly all of bis 
fortime ia the war, bnt sooa picked up again 
by investments in Missouri railroads and 
realsstJit^ 

Dr. John A. Brooks, namlaas tor rioa pree- 
Idant, is a gradaata of Bethany college, a 
prsaohar ia tha Christian oburch, and for- 
merly prssldset of Flamlngsburg ooOege, 
Ey., and a lecturer. Ka was bom in Mason 
county, Kentucky, sa June 8, 1830, of Vir- 
ginia iMsrents, aikd has boea a temperance 
advocate from youth and a member of tha 
Prohibition party sines ItiSa In ISU he was 
the Prohibition candidate for governor of 
Missouri. During tha war he aympathized 
with tbe south and for a time served in the 
Confederate array. He now lives in Kan.sjii>
